In  June,  1886,  this  committee  recommended  that  the  City  Council 
be  requested  to  provide  a  four-room  Primary  School-house  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  pupils  in  the  Bunker  Hill  School  District.  An 
order  to  that  effect  was  passed  by  the  School  Board  and  forwarded  to 
the  City  Council,  but  the  school-house  has  not  yet  been  provided. 
The  committee,  recognizing  the  special  wants  of  other  sections  of  the 
city  with  regard  to  school  accommodations,  have  hitherto  refrained 
from  pressing  their  own  needs  in  this  regard,  but  now  consider  it  to 
be  their  duty  to  urge  that  this  school-house  be  erected  as  soon  as  is 
possible.  There  are  at  present  two  small  buildings,  each  containing 
but  one  room,  now  occupied  by  primary  pupils,  which  are  unsuitable 
for  further  use.  The  Instructor  in  Hygiene,  in  his  recent  report  to 
this  committee,  states  that  "  the  two  schools  on  Haverhill  street  ought 
to  be  condemned  and  abandoned.  They  are  unfit  for  school  purposes, 
and  it  is  not  fair  to  the  children  to  keep  them  in  such  quarters.  It  is 
only  necessary  to  visit  one  of  these  little  rooms  to  realize  their  unfitness. 
The  dimensions  are  about  25  X  19  X  8^  feet,  giving  72  cubic  feet  for 
each  pupil,  instead  of  216,  the  still  too  small  amount  allowed  for  each 
child  in  the  schools  of  recent  construction.  There  is  a  stove  in  the 
room  which  often  overheats  it.  On  my  visit  last  month  the  ther- 
mometer stood  at  85°,  and  worse  than  that,  the  air  was  loaded  with 
the  impurities  of  respiration."

The  estimated  amount  required  for  salaries  of  instructors  the 
coming  year  is  $1,269,078,  an  increase  as  compared  with  the  amount 
granted  for  the  present  year  of  $27,590. 

The  amount  required  to  pay  the  salaries  of  instructors  the  present 
year  will  be  about  $26,000  in  excess  of  what  it  was  in  1886-87.  It 
is  expected  that  the  increase  for  the  coming  year  over  the  presejit 
will  equal,  if  not  exceed,  this  amount.  This  increase  comes  from  the 
growth  of  the  schools,  and  not  from  any  increase  in  salaries. 

For  the  past  few  years  tlie  large  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils 
attending  the  various  High  Schools  has  been  an  important  factor  in 
increasing  the  amount  required  for  salaries  of  instructors.  Five 
years  ago  2,044  pupils  were  in  attendance ;  while  last  year  2,944 
attended,  an  increase  of  nearly  forty-five  percent.,  or  an  average 
increase  of  about  nine  per  cent,  per  annum. 

The  ratio  of  increase  in  the  number  of  High-School  pupils  the  past 
five  years  is  about  five  times  as  great  as  is  recorded  in  the  Grammar 
and  Primary  grades. 

The  amount  required  for  salaries  of  officers,  $58,180,  is  just  the 
amount  paid  to  the  persons  now  emploj'ed. 

The  expense  for  text-books  under  the  free  text-book  law  is  not  so 
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great  as  was  expected,  less  than  $34,000  being  sufScient  for  this  pur- 
pose for  each  of  the  past  two  years. 

The  estimated  cost  for  text-books  and  reference-books  during  the 
coming  year  is  $14,000,  it  being  expected  tbat  a  very  much  larger 
number  of  books  worn  out  will  have  to  be  replaced  than  was  the  case 
during  either  of  tlie  past  two  years. 

The  sura  of  $77,000  is  asked  for  fuel,  gas,  and  water. 

About  twelve  thousand  tons  of  coal  and  two  hundred  cords  of  wood 
will  b6  required.  The  estimated  price  of  the  coal  is  $5.50  per  ton, 
which  is  about  the  average  contract  price  the  present  year.  The 
wood  will  cost  about  $1,500,  and  gas  and  water  about  $9,500,  making 
the  $77,000  asked  for. 

The  amount  required  for  salaries  of  janitors  is  $99,500,  which  is 
about  $500  more  than  the  cost  of  this  item  the  present  year. 

A  careful  examination  of  the  other  items  under  tl\e  head  of  school 
expenses  would  seem  to  be  alone  sufficient  to  guarantee  the  granting 
of  the  full  amounts  requested. 

The  committee  having  charge  of  the  preparation  of  these  estimates 
have  considered  all  the  items  carefully,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that 
the  total  sum  asked  for  is  needed  and  should  be  granted. 

The  Committee  on  Accounts  respectfully  request  that  the  Auditor 
of  Accounts  may  be  authorized  to  transfer  unexpended  balances  from 
any  one  of  the  appropriations  named  to  any  other  appropriation  ;  with 
this  exception,  viz.,  that  tlie  amount  granted  for  establishing  and 
carrying  on  the  Kindergarten  system  of  instruction  shall  not  be  used 
for  any  other  purpose.

I  demand  a  remedy,  in  the  name  of  every  Catholic  in  Boston,  against 
any  repetition  of  similar  insults.     Twice  within  the  past  two  weeks 
Mr.  Charles  B.  Travis,  of  the  English  High  School,  in  his  capacity

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of  teacher  of  history,  has  trespassed  on  the  forbidden  ground  of 
religion,  and  made  statements  which  were  an  outrage  to  Catholics 
in  his  endeavor  to  explain  a  question  of  Catholic  doctrine.  On  the 
first  occasion,  in  the  second  class,  when  asked  by  a  pupil,  "  What  is 
an  indulgence?  "  he  replied,  "A  permission  to  commit  sin";  also 
adding,  by  way  of  illustrMtion,  after  further  inquiries,  "should  a 
murderer  be  brought  before  a  judge,  he  would  only  have  to  put  his 
hand  in  his  pocket  and  produce  indulgence  papers  to  be  pardoned." 
A  Catholic  pupil  objected  that  such  was  not  the  teaching  of  the 
Catholic  Church,  and  had  for  reply,  "  You  may  hold  your  opinion, 
and  1  will  hold  mine  ";  also,  "  I  have  taught  history  for  many  years 
and  know  what  I  am  talking  about."  On  the  second  occasion,  in  the 
second  class,  room  13,  second  division,  about  a  week  after  the  above 
remarks,  Mr.  Travis  was  again  asked,  "  What  is  an  indulgence?  " 
and  replied,  "  A  permission  to  commit  sin  ;  "  also,  "  You  pay  so  much 
money  in  advance  for  leave  to  commit  certain  sins."  A  Catholic 
pupil  again  objected,  giving  the  definition  of  indulgences  as  taught 
by  his  Church.  Mr.  Travis  replied,  "  There  are  two  opinions  on  that 
subject;  the  Protestant  as  well  as  the  Catholic."  "  I  have  taught  for 
thirty  years,  and  don't  talk  of  what  I  don't  know."  —  "  Well,  you 
would  make  a  kind  of  penance  out  of  an  indulgence." —  "  I  may  be 
wrong,  however;  I  was  not  there,  and  did  not  go  to  Mr.  Tetzel  and 
ask  how  much  I  would  have  to  give  to  kill  Mr.  Jackson's  cow,  or  to 
put  an  iron  steeple  (staple?)  before  a  railway  train  and  throw  a  num- 
ber of  people  into  eternity." 

These  disjointed  sentences  only  show  the  drift  of  the  teacher's 
object,  viz.,  to  throw  contempt  upon  the  Catholic  boys,  who 
endeavored  to  defend  their  religion  from  calumny  and  insult.  I  sub- 
mit that  such  treatment  of  history  is  an  encroachment  into  the 
domain  of  theology,  which  the  non-sectarian  school  cannot  justifiably 
permit.  It  is  an  insult  to  Catholics.  I  have  the  names  of  the  boys 
who  spoke  for  their  faith  in  both  of  the  above  instances.  Also  I  have 
the  names  of  several  other  Catholic  boys  who  were  witnesses  to  the 
whole  proceeding.     These  names  will  be  furnished  if  desired.

of  the  repairs  of  the  buildings  to  which  the  escapes  are 
attached,  would  have  charge  of  the  repairs  of  the  escapes 
also. 

Your  committee  has  received  from  the  Department 
of  Public  Buildings  a  report  of  the  condition  of  the 
several  escapes,  which  is,  in  the  opinion  of  your  com- 
mittee, as  favorable  a  one  as  they  have  a  right  to  ex- 
pect at  any  time  of  an  escape  so  constructed.

"  There   has  been   a  strong   and  constantly  expressed 
desire  for  something    brief   of   the  nature  of  technical 
grammar.    Swinton's  Language  Lessons  have  been  used 
a  long  time.      It  is  not    purely  a  language  book,  nor  is 
it  a  technical  grammar,  but   a  mixture  of  both.      Some 
years  ago  it  was  removed  from   the  lower  to  the  upper 
classes    of    the     Grammar    Schools,   because    technical 
grammar  was  mixed  up  with  language  lessons  in  such  a 
way  as  to   lead   teachers  to  teach  technical   grammar  to 
young  pupils,  and  the  result  was  confusion.      The  book 
was   moved    up.        It    is   a   language    book   in    a  large 
measure,   and   contains  technical  grammar  too,  but  the 
technical  grammar  part  is  not   systematically  presented  ; 
hence   the    desire    for     a    technical   grammar    pure    and 
sim})le  —  of  the  old-fi^shioned  sort.     Such  a  book  should 
be  used  in  the  upper  classes.      The   proposed   text-book 
will  operate  as  a  limitation  on  the  subject  of  technical 
grammar  in   some   of  the  Grammar  Schools,  where  it  is 
followed  to  fine  distinctions,  — a  practice  which  robs  the 
grammar  course   of  its    best   results.      It   would  enable 
the  authorities   to  say  to  teachers, -teach  so  much  techni- 
cal grammar    and    no    more ;   that    will    be    enough    to 
bring  forth  best  results.     Language  work  is  well  pro-

Travis,  in  the  course  of  his  instruction  in  history,  did  use  the  defini- 
tions and  illustrations  attributed  to  him.  We  are  all  of  the  opinion 
that  such  definitions  and  illustrations,  in  any  of  our  public  schools, 
are  to  be  deplored  by  all  those  who  have  at  heart  the  best  interests  of 
our  public  schools.  Our  schools  are  established  for  the  education  of 
all  our  children.     Any  language,  therefore,  by  our  school-teachers, 
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justly  offensive  to  any  class  of  our  citizens,  whether  rich  or  poor, 
Catholic,  Protestant,  or  Jew,  white  or  colored,  cannot  be  too  severely 
censured.  Boston  is  too  enliglitened  and  too  just  to  tolerate  in  our 
schools  what  every  educated  man  —  nay,  every  tolerably  well-in- 
structed person  in  the  community  —  knoM's  to  be  a  vile  slander  against 
Catholics. 

We  condemn,  in  the  most  unqualified  manner,  both  Mr.  Travis' 
definition  of  an  indulgence,  and  his  illustrations  in  explanation 
thereof. 

We  are  all  convinced  that  immunity  from  instruction  so  objection- 
able in  future  will  be  sufficiently  guaranteed  by  this  declaration,  by 
the  removal  of  the  text-book  which  we  believe  tended  to  mislead  the 
teacher,  and  by  the  transfer  of  Mr.  Travis  to  some  field  of  duty  in 
the  English  High  School  other  than  the  one  heretofore  occupied  by 
him  as  teacher  of  history.

This  Board  desires  to  communicate  to  the  City  Council,  thus  early, 
information  that  the  amount  allowed  is  insufficient  to  meet  the  neces- 
sary expenses. 

At  a  low  estimate,  it  will  require  $175,000  of  the  amount  granted 
to  pay  for  services  of  janitors  and  for  fuel,  gas,  and  water,  leaving  a 
balance  of  $35,322,  or  less  than  60  cents  per  pupil,  to  pay  for  books 
and  supplies  for  pupils  and  for  all  other  expenses,  outside  of  salaries, 
necessary  for  carrying  on  the  education  of  more  than  62,000  pupils, 
—  which  sum  is  entirely  inadequate  for  the  purpose.  The  average 
cost  for  supplying  pupils  alone  for  the  past  four  years  amounted  to 
$56,538.01,  or  about  1)0  cents  per  pupil,  which  is  probably  a  lower 
rate  than  that  of  90  per  cent,  of  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 

This  committee  do  not  for  a  moment  think  that  the  cut-down  in 
the  appropriation  was  caused  by  any  desire  on  the  part  of  the  City 
Council  to  cripple  the  schools,  but  rather  from  a  lack  of  funds  to 
meet  all  the  demands  of  the  city.

p.  142.]  the  committee  deem  it  proper  to  make  the  following  statement:  — 

On  May  8,  1888,  Rev.  Tlieodore  A.  Metcalf,  Rector  of  Gate  of 
Heaven  Church,  South  Boston,  made  complaint  to  this  Board  that 
Mr-  Charles  B.  Travis,  of  the  English  High  School,  in  the  course  of 
his  instructions  in  history,  had  made  incorrect  statements  concerning 
the  doctrine  and  practice  of  indulgences  as  maintained  by  the  Catho- 
lic Church,  and  asked  for  a  remedy. 

The  request  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  High  Schools.  This 
committee  found,  on  investigation,  that  the  complaint  was  well 
grounded,  inasmuch  as  the  statements  made  by  Mr.  Travis  were  such 
as  had  been  described,  and  resolved  to  apply  a  remedy. 

Meanwhile,  members  of  the  High  School  Committee  called  the  at- 
tention of  this  committee  to  the  statements  of  the  author  of  the  text- 
book upon  the  subject  of  indulgences.  These  are  contained  in  a 
paragraph  of  the  text,  and  a  note  at  the  bottom  of  the  page.     Thia 
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note  is  indefinite.  It  should  have  been  omitted,  or  made  explicit. 
It  is  misleading.  In  a  text-book,  which  is  an  outline,  a  guide  to  the 
teacher  and  i^upil,  ev^ery  statement  should  be  clear,  definite,  and  ac- 
curate. For  the  teaclier  is  entitled  to  take  it  as  it  is,  if  he  be  dis- 
posed, as  containing  a  warrant  of  his  exposition,  expanding  and  illus- 
trating from  his  memory  according  to  his  impressions  or  opinions, 
inasmuch  as  the  book  is  in  his  hands  by  the  authority  of  the  Board. 
In  the  present  instance  the  teacher  appears  to  have  done  this,  and  to 
have  taught  that  an  indulgence  "is  a  permission  to  commit  sin." 
This  is  not,  and  never  was,  true.  It  is  true  that  it  has  been  so  repre- 
sented, as  the  note  afl&rms ;  but  it  should  add,  when,  where,  and  by 
whom,  and  definitely.  It  certainly  never  was  by  any  duly  recognized 
authority  in  the  Catholic  Church. 

The  attention  of  the  agent  of  the  publishers  was  called  to  the  de- 
fective character  of  the  note.  The  committee  is  credibly  informed 
that  the  publishers  themselves  were  advised  by  a  Protestant  scholar, 
than  whom,  perhaps,  no  other  in  this  country  has  more  weight  of 
authority,  that  the  note  could  not  be  approved  as  sufiiciently  explicit. 
More  than  a  year  ago  the  School  Board  of  a  neighboring  city  asked 
that  it  might  be  amended.  Ample  opportunity  was  given  for  promise 
or  action  insuring  a  correction.  This  failing,  the  committee  recom- 
mended that  the  book  be  dropped  from  the  list.  The  Board  so  or- 
dered. 

It  should  be  unnecessary  for  the  committee  to  add  that  they  acted 
in  this  matter  carefully,  in  view  of  the  facts  presented  and  the  inter- 
ests involved,  deliberately  according  to  their  own  judgment,  and  in 
the  exercise  of  their  free  will,  without  solicitation,  persuasion,  dicta- 
tion, or  intimidation  from  any  person.  So  far  as  they  are  able,  it  is 
their  purpose  to  provide  that  whatever  is  taught  in  the  schools  shall 
be  true,  and  that  the  spirit  of  the  teaching  shall  be  fair  and  just  to  all 
classes  of  the  people  whose  children  are  intrusted  to  their  care. 

The  Board  has  been  asked,  by  a  petition  from  members  of  the 
Evangelical  Alliance,  to  reverse  its  decision  and  restore  the  book  to 
the  list.  By  reference  this  request  has  been  considered  by  the  com- 
mittee, and  a  hearing  has  been  given  to  the  representatives  of  the 
Evangelical  Alliance.  In  the  judgment  of  the  committee,  no 
reasons  have  been  presented,  which  should  determine  the  Board  to 
change  its  action. 

The  reasons  assigned  are  as  follows  :  — 

1.  "The  book  .  .  .  has  in  its  favor  ten  years  of  public  in- 
dorsement and  use.  It  has  had  a  long  and  honorable  tenure  in  our 
public  schools." 

To  retain  books  in  the  schools  on  this  ground  would  be  to  resist 
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all  improvement  in  the  quality  of  text-books,  and  deprive  the  pupils 
of  the  benefit  of  progress  in  the  provision  of  new  matter  and  better 
forms  of  instruction. 

2.  "The  paragraph  and  foot-note,  on  account  of  which  the  book 
has  been  ejected,  contain  a  true  statement  of  history." 

They  do  not  contain  an  ample  and  definite  statement  of  the  topic 
concerning  which  complaint  has  been  justly  made,  to  the  effect  that 
it  was  incorrectly  taught. 

3.  "  The  book  ejected  is  upon  the  expurgatory  list  of  books  of  a 
certain  religious  sect." 

The  committee  were  not  aware  of  this  fact;  it  did  not  enter  into 
the  grounds  or  affect  the  motives  of  their  action. 

But  it  is  added  :  "  For  this  committee  of  free  citizens  to  put  its  ex- 
purgatorial  stamp  upon  the  book,  for  the  reasons  alleged,  is  for  it  to 
ally  itself  with  that  religious  sect." 

In  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  the  course  of  action  they 
have  recommended  was  in  the  direct  line  of  their  steadfast  purpose, 
not  to  ally  themselves  either  with  or  against  any  religious  sect  what- 
ever. 

Quoted  from  "Instructions  to  Catholics,"  by  Rev.  Xavier  Donald 
Macleod.     Boston  :  Murphy  McCarthy. 

"  By  an  indulgence  is  meant  the  remission  of  the  temporal  punish- 
ment due  to  sins  already  forgiven.  Every  sin,  however  grievous,  is 
remitted  through  the  sacrament  of  penance,  or  by  an  act  of  perfect 
contrition,  as  regards  its  guilt  and  the  eternal  punishment  due  to  it. 
But  the  debt  of  temporal  punishment  is  not  always  remitted  at  the 
same  time.  The  latter  is  done  away  with  by  deep  penitence,  or  by 
works  of  satisfaction,  e.g.,  prayers,  alms,  fasting,  etc.,  or  by  patient 
endurance  of  troubles  and  adversities  sent  us  by  God,  or  by  the  satis- 
faction of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  the  saints  applied  to  us  by  the 
church  under  certain  conditions,  which  application  we  call  an  in- 
dulgence. 

"An  indulgence,  then,  is  not  a  pardon  for  sin,  because  sin  must  be 
remitted  before  an  indulgence  can  be  gained.  Much  less  is  it  a  per- 
mission to  commit  sin  .  .  .  for  even  God  himself  could  not  give 
such  permission." 

"  In  order  to  gain  any  indulgence  whatever  you  must  be  in  a  state 
of  grace."

ton's  History  and  the  removal  of  Mr.  Travis,  and  grant  a  public 
hearing  upon  the  question,  has  heard  the  petitioners,  considered  the 
reasons  urged  by  them  for  their  request,  and  submits  the  following 
report :  — 

The  complaint  against  Mr.  Travis  was  made  by  Rev.  Theodore  A. 
Metcalf  in  a  letter  addressed  to  the  School  Board,  dated  May  8,  1888. 
The  charges  were,  (1)  that  Mr.  Travis,  in  his  capacity  as  teacher  of 
history,  "  has  trespassed  on  the  forbidden  ground  of  religion,  and 
made  statements  which  are  an  outrage  to  Catholics,  in  his  endeavor 
to  explain  a  question  of  Catholic  doctrine ;  "  and  (2)  that  his  "  object " 
was  "to  throw  contempt  upon  the  Catholic  boys  who  endeavored  to 
defend  their  religion  from  calumny  and  insult." 

In  sup{)ort  of  these  charges  the  complainant  gives  sundry  state- 
ments said  to  have  been  made  by  Mr.  Travis  before  his  class,  in  reply 
to  a  pupil's  question,  "  What  is  an  indulgence?  "  The  testimony  of 
boys  is  offered  to  prove  that  the  statements  were  made  by  Mr.  Travis 
as  allesired. 
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In  his  answer  to  these  charges,  Mr.  Travis,  after  making  a  quota- 
tion from  the  authorized  text-book  relative  to  indulgences,  says  "  It 
was  to  elucidate  this  that  the  illustrations  were  given.  The  state- 
ments made  were  never  put  in  such  a  way  as  to  throw  ridicule  or 
contempt  upon  any  boy  or  upon  any  religion,  and  the  boy  or  man  who 
says  they  were  so  given  failed  to  understand  either  niy  language  or 
instruction."  (Letter  of  Mr.  Travis  to  Committee  on  High  Schools, 
dated  May  10,  1888.) 

This  language  clearly  implies  an  admission  on  Mr.  Travis'  part  that 
he  did  make  the  statements  attributed  to  him  in  the  complaint.  He 
pleads  merely  (1)  that  the  statements  were  made  for  a  certain  purpose, 
and  (2)  that  the  manner  in  which  the  statements  were  put  was  not 
such  as  to  throw  ridicule  or  contempt  upon  any  boy  or  upon  any  re- 
ligion. 

At  the  hearing  given  on  May  22,  by  the  Committee  on  High 
Schools,  Rev.  Mr.  Metcalf  and  Mr.  Travis  both  being  present,  the 
former  explained  how  the  facts  stated  in  his  letter  of  Maj  8  had  come 
to  his  knowledge,  and  pointed  out  wherein  the  definition  and  illustra- 
tions thereof  given  by  Mr.  Travis  were  objectionable,  and  also 
wherein  the  text-book  was  misleading  on  the  question  of  doctrine. 
Mr.  Travis  did  not  deny  having  used  the  language  attributed  to  hmi, 
although  he  suggested  some  doubts  as  to  the  entire  accuracy  of  the 
boys  who  had  reported  on  his  instruction.  He  declared  that  he  stood 
upon  his  letter  of  May  10,  containing  his  answer  to  the  charges,  and 
that  he  wished  to  add  nothing  to  this,  nor  to  change  it  in  any  wise. 

There  was  no  need,  then,  to  hear  the  testimony  of  boys.  The  facts 
alleged  in  support  of  the  charges  were  admitted ;  and  it  only  re- 
mained to  consider  whether  the  facts  sustained  the  charges.  Were 
the  definitions  and  illustrations,  admitted  to  have  been  used,  justly 
offensive  to  the  people  of  any  religious  denomination?  Did  Mr. 
Travis  transgress  the  limits  which  a  teacher  of  history  in  a  public 
school  ought  to  observe?  Was  it  his  object  to  throw  ridicule  or  con- 
tempt upon  any  boy  or  boys,  or  upon  their  religion? 

While  these  questions  were  under  (consideration  the  members  of 
your  committee  learned  that  the  matter  of  indulgences  was  again 
before  Mr.  Travis'  pupils,  this  time  in  a  written  examination  upon 
the  ground  gone  over  by  the  class  during  the  month  of  May.  Among 
the  ten  questions  to  be  answered  were  the  following :  — 

"  5.    What  was  the  fountain  from  whicli  Protestantism  sprang?  " 

"  6.  What  was  the  thing  sold  by  Tetzel  as  an  indulgence,  accord- 
ing to  Swinton?" 

The  boys'  answers  to  these  questions,  which  have  been  in  the  pos- 
session of  this  conmiittee  since  June  15,  throw  light  on  the  character 
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of  the  teaching.  Notwithstanding  the  guarded  form  in  which  the 
sixth  question  is  put,  the  answers  take  quite  a  free  range  in  illustra- 
tion. They  reveal  in  the  minds  of  most  of  the  boys  erroneous,  and 
frequently  even  grotesque,  notions  concerning  the  doctrine  of  indul- 
gence and  the  abuses  connected  with  it  in  Tetzel's  time.  If  it  be 
fair  to  judge  of  teaching  by  its  results,  as  displayed  in  examination 
papers,  the  judgment  in  this  case  must  be  that  the  teaching  was 
deficient  in  that  scholarly  discrimination,  that  fairness  and  fulness 
of  statement,  and  that  freedom  from  current  prejudices,  which  are 
most  desirable  in  any  teacher  of  history,  but  in  a  public-school  teacher 
absolutely  indispensable.  The  papers  abound  in  absurd  illustrations 
and  gross  misconceptions,  from  which  it  would  seem  the  writers  might 
have  been  saved  by  even  moderate  diligence  in  the  consultation  of 
the  ordinarily  accessible  authorities. 

Your  committee  matured  its  report  and  submitted  it  to  the  School 
Board  on  the  IDth  of  June.  This  report  finds  that  Mr.  Travis  did 
use  the  definitions  and  illustrations  attributed  to  him,  and  most 
strongly  condemns  such  instruction.  The  committee  did  not,  how- 
ever, impute  to  Mr.  Travis  the  unworthy  motive  he  had  been 
charged  with,  namely,  a  desire  to  throw  ridicule  or  contempt  upon 
any  boys  or  upon  their  religion ;  but  preferred  to  suppose  he  had 
erred  through  unconsciously  entertained  prejudice  or  through  a  lack 
of  information. 

In  deciding  on  its  action  in  this  case,  your  committee  had  regard 
to  Mr.  Travis'  long  service  in  the  English  High  School,  and  deter- 
mined to  save  him  from  all  personal  loss  or  harm.  Yet  it  seemed 
necessary  to  emphasize  the  need  of  greater  caution  in  dealing  with 
tlie  history  of  religious  controversies,  and  to  provide  some  safeguard 
against  a  repetition  of  such  objectionable  instruction  as  liad  been  given. 
Mr.  Travis  was  therefore  given  ancient  instead  of  mediaeval  history 
to  teacli.  His  rank,  salary,  and  ])osition  in  the  school  were  untouched  ; 
he  continues  to  be  as  he  has  been,  a  teacher  of  English  and  History. 
If  this  be  regarded  as  a  penalty,  it  is  the  lightest  penalty  that  could 
be  devised;  if  as  implying  censure,  the  answer  is  that  some  censure 
was  deserved.  But  the  action  taken  is  not  necessarily  either 
apenaltj  or  a  censure;  it  is  simply  a  measure  of  precaution  which 
the  committee  felt  in  duty  bound  to  take.  Less  could  not  wisely 
have  been  done  than  was  done,  and  no  good  reason  appears  for 
undoing  this. 

As'to  the  text-book,  —  "  Swinton's  Outlines  of  the  World's  History," 
—  it  seems  unnecessary  for  this  committee  to  make  any  recommenda- 
tion at  the  present  time,  this  matter  having  been  disposed  of  at  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Board.

This  department  of  instruction  has  been  continued  without  change 
of  method,  under  the  care  of  the  special  committee,  and  is  each  year 
more  thoroughly  appreciated  by  pupils,  teachers,  and  parents.     This 
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is  shown  in  the  great  increase  of  interest  manifested  in  the  "  Visit- 
ing Day,"  where  the  exhibition  of  completed  articles  is  a  strong  in- 
centive to  good  work,  and  in  the  growing  desire  of  both  scholars  and 
teachers  to  continue  the  instruction  in  the  upi)er  classes.  This  is 
allowed  in  some  of  the  schools  exclusively  for  girls,  and  the  commit- 
tee this  year  granted  the  same  permission  to  the  Andrew  School. 
The  corps  of  teachers  now  numbers  thirty,  and  many  of  them  have 
been  a  long  time  in  the  service. 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  the  committee  records  the  enforced 
resignation  of  Miss  Maria  L.  Young,  the  able  teacher  at  the  Hyde 
School.  The  position  has  been  filled  by  Miss  Kelley,  who  satisfac- 
torily acted  as  substitute  during  the  incumbent's  long-continued  ill- 
ness. 

The  teachers  are,  as  a  rule,  earnest  and  painstaking,  and  the  in- 
struction thorough  and  practical.  The  prepared  work,  supplied  to 
the  children  from  home,  does  not  always  allow  the  most  regular  and 
systematic  advancement,  but  any  reliance  upon  the  city  for  material 
has  been  deprecated  by  the  conmiittee  as  tending  to  lessen  in  many 
ways  the  good  results  of  the  system.  Less  difficulty  is  now  experi- 
enced than  formerly,  as  most  teachers  keep  on  hand  a  supply  of  fitted 
work,  and  parents  are  more  ready  to  respond  to  the  requirements. 
Quite  as  much  is  accomplished  in  this  branch  as  can  be  expected  in 
the  limited  time  allotted  to  it,  and  no  part  of  school- work  is  more 
satisfiictory  in  its  immediate  results.

Mr.  Car- 
rigan determined  to  get  an  education,  and  with  that 
indomitable  courage  and  perseverance  which  have  been 
so  prominent  during  his  life,  he  surmounted  all  obstacles 
and  prepared  himself  for  admissiop  to  Dartmouth  Col- 
lege, where  he  graduated  in  1877.  Soon  after  his 
graduation  he  entered  the  service  of  the  City  of  Boston 
as  principal  of  one  of  the  evening  elementary  schools. 
His  valuable  and  successful  work  attracted  the  attention 
of  the  Board,  and  he  was  placed  at  the  head  of  the 
Evening  High  School  in  1881,  where  he  remained  until 
his  retirement  in  1886.     The  Board  has  placed  upon  its 
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records  its  full  appreciation  of  his  faithful  and  valuable 
services  in  the  evening  schools. 

While  preparing  himself  for  the  legal  profession 
much  of  his  time  and  energy  was  given  to  the  cause  of 
education.  His  services  as  a  member  of  the  State 
Board  of  Education  have  been  recognized,  and  have 
been  earnest  and  fruitful.  Though  a  member  of  the 
School  Board  but  a  short  time,  yet  he  had  already  en- 
tered upon  his  work  with  that  characteristic  vigor  and 
devotion  which  left  no  doubt  that  his  whole  duty  would 
be  faithfully  performed.  He  has  given  his  time,  thought, 
and  strength  to  the  advancement  of  our  public  schools. 
No  task  was  too  difficult  which  would  result  to  the 
advantao^e  of  teachers  and  schools. 

His  genial  and  generous  nature  promptly  responded 
to  every  appeal  for  assistance  and  advice.  Those  who 
knew  him  in  his  early  life  speak  in  the  strongest  terms 
of  his  earnestness  in  every  undertaking,  his  generous 
and  sympathetic  impulses,  his  cheerfulness,  and  his  warm 
friendship.  We  who  have  known  him  later  in  life  bear 
testimony  that  these  traits  of  character  strengthened  and 
broadened  with  his  life. 

He  gave  himself  heartily  and  wholly  to  the  cause  of 
others,  and  no  sacrifice  was  too  great  to  prevent  his 
oivinof  his  time  and  strenofth  where  g^ood  miMit  be  done, 
or  where  the  cause  of  education  might  be  advanced. 
Determined  and  persistent  in  his  opinions  and  in  the 
cause  he  advocated,  he  aimed  at  what  he  felt  was  just 
and  right  and  for  the  best  interests  of  the  people. 

We  shall  sensibly  miss  his  genial  presence,  his  cour- 
teous and  manly  bearing  in  this  Board. 

We  extend  to  his  sorrowing  relatives  and  friends  our 
heartfelt  sympathy  in  their  great;  loss. 

We  recommend  that  this  expression  of  our  regard  for 
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our  departed  friend  be  entered  in  full  upon  the  records 
of  the  Board  ;  that  a  copy  be  sent  to  the  brother  of  the 
deceased  ;  that  the  desk  lately  occupied  by  Mr.  Carrigan 
be  draped  in  mourning  for  a  period  of  thirty  days  ;  and 
that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  attend  the 
funeral  of  our  late  associate. 

The  resolutions  were  seconded  by  Mr.  Dunn,  and 
appropriate  remarks  were  made  by  Messrs.  Collison, 
Murphy,  Lasker,  Darling,  Swasey,  and  Blake.

To  the  Honorable  City  Council^  — 

The  Committee  on  Accounts  of  the  School  Committee  respectfully 
represent  tliat  the  proper  action  has  been  taken  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee establishing  four  additional  kindergartens,  to  be  located  in 
East  Boston,  Charlestown,  Dorchester,  and  the  city  proper;  that  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  has  been  requested,  through  the 
Committee  on  Kindergartens,  to  fit  up  the  rooms  and  provide  the 
necessary  furniture ;  but,  owing  to  a  lack  of  funds,  he  is  unable  to 
comply  with  the  request. 

As  it  is  no  part  of  the  duties  of  this  Board  to  provide  desks  and 
other  furniture  required,  they  respectfully  petition  your  Honorable 
Body  to  take  such  action  as  may  be  required  to  transfer  from  the 
appropriation  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  (.$20,000)  granted  the 
School  Committee  for  kindergartens,  the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred 
dollars  (-$1,500)  to  the  appropriation,  School-houses,  Public  Build- 
ings.    It    is    hoped    that   favorable    action    may  be  taken  upon  the 
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request  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible,  in  order  that  progress  in  this 
new  and  important  branch  of  our  educational  system  may  not  be 
delayed.

Whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  kindergartens,  the  assistance  of  an  attendant  is  required 
in  a  kindergarten,  an  attendant,  wliose  compensation  shall  not 
exceed  twenty-five  cents  for  each  day  of  actual  service,  may  be 
appointed  by  said  committee.  Such  attendants  shall,  so  far  as  is 
practicable,  be  chosen  from  among  the  relatives  of  the  children.

The  grade  l''^^'  l"^!-] 
of  second  assistants.  Primary  Schools,  was  established  by  the  Board 
jn  1880.  The  Regulations  provide  that,  in  every  Primary  School 
having  not  less  tlian  four  teachers,  a  teacher  may,  on  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Division  Committee,  in  consultation  with  the  principal, 
be  elected  with  the  rank  of  second  assistant,  who  shall  perform  such 
general  duties  in  connection  with  the  said  schools  as  may  be  required 
by  the  principal,  under  the  direction  of  said  committee. 

Most  of  the  Division  Committees,  under  the  authority  of  this  regu- 
lation, appointed  second  assistants  in  the  Primary  Schools  entitled  to 
them.  The  Second  Division  Committee  did  not  recommend  the  ap- 
pointment of  any  second  assistants  in  the  Primary  Schools,  and  these 
teachers,  Misses  Foster  and  Norton,  in  schools  having  eight  and  nine 
teachers,  continued  with  the  rank  and  salary  of  fourth  assistants 
while  performing  the  duties  required  of  second  assistants.  The  Di- 
vision Committee  has  recently  promoted  these  teachers  to  the  rank  of 
second  assistants.  Had  they  been  promoted  when  other  teachers 
were  promoted  to  this  rank  they  would  now  be  receiving  the  maxi- 
mum salary  of  the  grade. 

Your  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Board  deemed  it  wise, 
and  for  the  interests  of  the  schools,  that  this  grade  should  be  estab- 
lished. All  teachers  who  performed  the  required  duties,  andweie 
entitled  to  the  position,  should  have  received  the  increase  in  rank  and 
salary  which  the  Board  established.  These  teachers  performed  the 
duties  of  the  position,  and  were  entitled  to  their  promotion  at  the 
time  of  the  establishment  of  the  grade,  and  have  continued  to  per- 
form  said  duties,  and  are,  in  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  entitled 
to  the  credit  of  their  years  of  service  in  such  work.

*■'  town  of  Brighton  on  a  lot  of  land  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet  front 

on  an  open  park,  and  two  hundred  feet  deep.     The  school-house, 

having  a  frontage  of  about  fifty  feet,  is  located  on  one  side  of  the  lot, 

leaving  about  seventy  feet  on  the  north  side  of  the  lot  vacant.     There 

is  no  proper  system  of  sewerage    in  that  locality,    the   land    being 

drained  into  catch-basins  constructed  by  each  owner  in  such  location 

on  his  estate  as  seemed  to  insure  the  proper  protection  for  the  health 

of  the    neighborhood.     Your  committee    were  given   to   understand 

that  everything  which  the  Board  of  Health  had  requested  for  the 

improvement  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  estate  referred  to  in  the 

order,  and  known  as  the  Coggswell  estate,  had  been  done   by  the 

guardian  having  the   property   in    charge.       The   dwelling-house  is 

nearer  the  school-house  than  it  should  be  to  insure  the  full  benefit  of 

sunlight  and  air  to  the  school-building  on  that  side.     There  are  two 
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piazzas,  one  on  the  north  and  one  on  the  south  side  of  the  school- 
house,  which  render  the  lower  front  room  dark  and  damp,  and  unde- 
sirable for  school  purposes.  The  teacher  states  that  it  is  not  an 
uncommon  occurrence  to  find  the  walls  and  blackboards  of  the 
room  covered  with  moisture.  Your  committee,  after  careful  consid- 
eration, and  in  view  of  the  facts  of  the  improper  drainage  in  the 
neighborhood,  the  proximity  of  the  dwelling-house  to  the  school- 
building,  and  the  undesirable  condition  of  the  lower  front  room,  have 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  the  piazzas  should  be  removed  from  the 
school-building,  and  either  the  dwelling-house  or  the  school-house 
moved  from  its  present  location  to  the  centre  of  the  lot.  They  there- 
fore recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  orders  :  — 

Ordered,  That  the  City  Council  be  requested  to  cause  the  Coggs- 
well  house  to  be  moved  a  proper  distance  from  the  Bennett  Primary 
School -house,  by  purchasing  the  property,  or  otherwise;  or  to  cause 
the  school-house  to  be  moved  to  the  centre  of  its  lot.

The  Committee  on  Accounts  respectfully  represents  that  the  esti- 
mates prepared  under  the  appropriation  "  School  Expenses, "  and 
forwarded  to  the  City  Auditor,  under  date  of  February  12,  amounted 

to $268,000

Of  the  $210,322  granted,  it  will  require  about  $175,000  to  pay  jani- 
tors' salaries  and  the  cost  of  fuel,  gas,  and  water,  leaving  about 
$35,000  to  meet  the  remaining  running  expenses  of  the  scliools. 
This  sum  is  entirely  inadequate  to  purchase  books  and  supplies 
required  by  law  to  be  furnished  to  pupils  and  to  pay  for  printing  and 
other  incidental  expenses  necessarily  incurred  in  carrying  on  the 
schools. 

The  estimate  presentedu  nder  the  head  of  "  School  Instructors  " 
amounted  to  $1,209,678,  which  sum  was  granted  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil ;  but,  owing  to  the  increase  of  pupils  in  the  High  and  Evening 
Schools,  it  is  now  thought  that  this  amount  will  hardly  be  sufficient 
to  pay  the  salaries  to  the  close  of  the  year. 

With  these  explanations  the  Committee  on  Accounts  respectfully 
requests  that  the  City  Council  be  petitioned  to  make  an  additional 
appropriation  of  $16,000  for  school  expenditures,  as,  in  the  opinion  of 
this  committee,  that  amount  Mill  be  needed  to  carry  on  the  schools  for 
the  remainder  of  tlie  financial  year,  as  follows  :  — 
For  salaries  of  instructors     .......     $4,500 

For  school  expenses        ........     41,500 


Total  amount  needed $46,000 

If  the  City  Council  will  authorize  the  Auditor  of  Accounts  to  trans- 
fer unexpended  balances  from  any  one  of  the  appropriations  granted 
the  School  Committee,  to  any  other  appropriation,  $5,000  might  be 
dediicted  from  these  estimates. 

A  portion  of  the  money  herein  requested  will  be  needed  February 
1,  1889;  otherwise  there  will  not  be  sufficient  money  available  for 
payment  of  salaries  of  janitors  due  on  that  date.

Tlio  followinj;  is  a  comparative  statement  of  tlie  total  not  expenditures  incurred  by  the  School  Committee  for  the  past  fifteen  years  and  nine  months,  from  the  appro- 
priation granted  them  hy  the  City  Council  for  School  Expenses,  covering  a  period  from  April  1,  1873,  to  .Ian.  1,  188:1.

Previous  to  1870-77,  the  expenses  for  fuel,  gas,  and  water,  salaries  of  janitors,  and  supplies 
furnished  janitors,  were  paid  by  a  committee  of  the  City  Council  from  an  appropriation  granted 
them  for  that  purpose.  Since  that  time  the  School  Committee  have  paid  for  these  items  from 
their  ap)ir(i|n  i.nion. 

Dunn-  III,'  past  twelve  years  and  nine  months  the  School  Committee  have  paid  from  the 
appr()])ri;iiioii  '■  Scliool  Expenses"  more  tlian  .$600;000  for  fuel,  the  contracts  all  being  made  and 
the  prices  fixed  by  the  City  Council  or  some  department  of  the  City  Government. 

The  School  Committee  have  inereased  the  salaries  paid  janitors,  since  18TG-77,  about  five 
per  cent.  The  acquisition  of  new  buildings,  increased  accommodations  in  other  buildings,  the 
chiinge  of  beating  apparatus,  and  the  care  of  engines  for  ventilating  purposes,  have  necessarily 
added  to  the  cost  of  tins  item. 

In  the  financial  year  1887-8-!  janitors  were  paid  twelve  and  one-third  months' salary,  which 
brought  their  date  of  payment  up  to  April  1,  the  close  of  the  financial  year,  instead  of  to  iMarch  20, 
as  ill  former  years.     This  partly  a<'counts  for  the  in^;rease  that  year. 

Previous  to  1879-,sO  a  portion  of  the  cost  for  "  delivering  supplies"  (salaries  of  clerks)  was 
charged  to  the  appropriation  "  Salaries  of  Officers." 

During  the  past  four  years  an  additional  expt^nse  of  .$3,540.08  for  manual  training  has  been 
charged  to  School  Expenses. 

In  the  expenses  for  the  past  nine  months  are  included  $847.88,  forsujiplies  furnished  Kinder- 
gartens, which  amount  will  be  transferred  at  the  close  of  the  year  to  the  special  appropriation  for 
Kindergartens  and  credited  to  School  Expenses.  This  amount  is  included  in  the  .$^,834.01  under 
the  head  of  miscellaneous. 

Since  August  1,  1884,  the  Scliotd  Committee  have  furnished  all  pupils  with  books  and  sup- 
plies at  tiie  expense  of  the  city  under  the  free  text-book  law.  The  introduction  of  free  text- 
books and  supplies  in  1884-85  was  the  cause  of  the  increase  of  expenses  that  year. 

The  net  cost  per  pupil,  during  the  past  fifteen  years,  for  books  and  supplies  furnished  pupils, 
and  for  all  other  exjienses  of  the  School  Committee,  exclusive  of  salaries,  and  fuel,  gas,  and  water, 
has  been  as  follows  :  —

The  average  cost  the  last  four  years,  notwithstanding  the  increase  occasioned  by  the  free 
text-book  law,  was  .$1.40  per  pnpil,  as  compared  with  .|2.0U  for  the  first  four  years  enumerated, 
v/hen  the  city  only  supplied  indijjent  pupils. 

In  1874-75  the  total  cost  for  educating  each  pupil  (including  expenditures  made  by  the  Pub- 
lic Building  Department  for  repairs,  etc.)  reached  the  highest  point,  viz.,  .$30.54.  Since  then, 
excepting  in  two  years,  the  cost  has  steadily  decreased  until  1880-87,  when  the  lowest  point  was 
reached,  viz.,  $20.00.  For  the  last  financial  year  (1887-88)  the  cost  was  .$28.00  per  pupil,  an 
increase  of  .$1.94  over  the  previous  year.  Of  this  ^imount  78  cents  belonged  to  the  expenditures 
controlled  by  the  School  Committee,  and  .$1.10  to  those  controlled  by  the  Public  Building  Depart- 
ment. The  fire  in  the  Gaston  School-house  occasioned  about  two-fifths  of  the  increase  in  the  rate 
per  pupil  for  the  past  year  (1887-88)  as  compared  with  the  preceding  year. 

The  Citv  Council  having  reduced  the  estiu«ates  of  the  School  Committee  for  the  present 
year  .$57,078",  an  additional  appropriation  of  $41,000  has  been  requested  to  meet  the  expenses 
necessary  for  carrying  on  the  schools  to  the  close  of  the  financial  year.
